Edd  Kalehoff,  Alumni  Award 

When  you  hear  the  theme  of  "Monday  Night  Football"  or  "American  Journal,"  when 
you  hum  a  riff  from  "NFL  Films"  or  'West  57th  Street,"  when  you  can't  forget  jingles 
from  McDonalds,  Kodak,  or  Pepsi,  you're  experiencing  the  work  of  Edd  Kalehoff,  a 
1968  graduate  of  the  Philadelphia  Musical  Academy.  The  Academy  was  a  forenin- 
ner  of  the  Philadelphia  College  of  Performing  Arts,  now  a  part  of  The  University  of 
the  Arts. 

Kalehoff  has  also  been  a  pioneer  in  the  development  of  electronically-assisted 
music.  As  he  notes  in  a  recent  issue  of  Mix  magazine,  "There's  a  real  irony  to  the 
position  I  find  myself  in  these  days.  When  I  came  to  Manhattan  25  years  ago,  I  was 
the  fair-haired  boy  who  had  a  Moog  synthesizer,  which  was  all  the  rage.  There  were 
only  a  few  Moogs  in  town  at  the  time,  and  I  might  have  been  the  only  person  who 
was  on  the  session  scene  who  could  actually  play  the  thing."  Today,  in  a  world  full  of 
would-be  creators  of  digital  music,  Kalehoff  remains  a  pioneer  because  of  the 
creativity  he  brings  to  the  work.  "When  a  producer  calls  me,  it's  generally  because 
they  want  me  to  contribute  something  that  is  personally  mine  to  a  project ... 
Regardless  of  whether  you're  working  on  the  client's  time  or  your  own,  you  always 
want  to  put  your  name  on  the  best-sounding  product  possible.  This  is  an  adventure, 
not  a  career!" 

Kathy  Rose,  Alumni  Award 

Kathy  Rose,  a  1971  graduate  of  Philadelphia  College  of  Art  (now  The  University  of 
the  Arts),  is  a  leader  in  contemporary  performance  art.  While  there  is  no  substitute 
for  direct  experience  of  her  work,  the  words  of  one  reviewer  gives  a  feel  for  her 
abilities:  "Whoever  enters  into  her  art,  she  leads  into  an  illusionary  world  of  colors 
and  shapes,  of  movement  and  sounds  beyond  space  and  time.  Where  does  the 
illusion  end,  where  does  the  reality  begin?  That  is  sometimes  hard  for  the  spectator 
to  separate  —  and  exactly  in  that  lies  the  mysterious  and  thrilling  attraction  of  the 
pieces  ...  At  the  end  of  such  an  evening  the  audience  wakes  up  as  if  from  an  enchant- 
ment." 

Rose's  multimedia  approach  to  art  stems,  in  part,  from  her  postsecondary 
education  and  dance  training.  As  a  student  at  PC  A,  Kathy  Rose  majored  in  Film, 
receiving  her  B.F.A.  degree  in  1971,  and  following  it  with  an  M.F.A.  in  Animation 
from  the  California  Institute  of  the  Arts  in  1974.  She  studied  and  performed  with 
Group  Motion  while  a  PCA  student,  and  created  ten  animated  shorts  in  the  1970s. 
She  began  integrating  animation,  choreography,  and  physical  performance  in  her 
work  in  the  1980s,  aided  by  a  Media  grant  from  the  National  Endowment  for  the 
Arts.  In  1990  she  formed  Kabuki-Menco  Visual  Theater,  producing  works  with 
influences  from  Japanese  theater,  Spanish  and  Indian  dance,  and  South  American 
music.  Today,  Kathy  Rose  continues  to  stretch  the  parameters  of  performance  art, 
exposing  audiences  worldwide  to  the  transformative,  imaginative  power  of  her 
imagination  and  work. 


Richard  E.  Oldenburg,  Honorary  Doctor  of  Fine  Arts 

Richard  E.  Oldenburg  served  as  director  of  the  Museum  of  Modern  Art  from  1972  to 
1994,  leading  the  museum  through  one  of  the  most  striking  periods  of  growth  in  its 
history.  Today,  the  rise  in  attendance  at  museums  in  general,  their  openness  to 
people  from  all  different  socioeconomic  groups,  and  the  increasingly  higher  quality 
of  museum  exhibitions  can  be  largely  traced  to  Richard  Oldenburg's  vision  and 
actions  at  MOMA,  which  spurred  other  museum  leaders  to  try  harder.  He  has  taken 
this  energy  to  many  other  spheres  within  the  world  of  art  and  culture.  For  example, 
appointed  the  first  Vice  President  of  the  Association  of  Art  Museum  Directors  in 
1986,  he  rose  to  become  President  in  1987.  He  also  served  as  Chairman  of  the 
International  Council  of  Museums  and  Collections  of  Modern  Art  of  the  Interna- 
tional Council  of  Museums  from  1983  to  1986.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Commission 
on  Museums  for  a  New  Century,  and  he  advised  top  leadership  of  the  National 
Endowment  for  the  Arts  and  other  government  agencies  concerned  with  the  arts.  In 
addition,  Mr.  Oldenburg  is  an  Overseer  of  Harvard  University,  his  alma  mater,  and 
is  a  member  of  its  Committee  to  Visit  the  Harvard  Art  Museums. 

Richard  Oldenburg's  interests  extend  well  beyond  museums  as  such,  however. 
He  has  served  on  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  National  Book  Foundation,  the  M.I.T. 
Press  Management  Board,  and  is  currently  a  member  of  the  Board  of  the  famed 
MacDowell  Colony.  In  April,  1995,  he  joined  Sotheby's  to  become  Chairman  of 
Sotheby's  North  and  South  America,  bringing  his  vision,  good  taste,  and  penchant 
for  innovation  to  yet  another  highly-respected  institution  in  the  arts. 

Honorable  Edward  G.  Rendell,  Honorary  Doctor  of  Fine  Arts 

Edward  Rendell,  who  has  served  as  Mayor  of  Philadelphia  for  over  five  years,  is  so 
identified  with  the  city  that  people  often  forget  he  is  a  native  New  Yorker.  Neverthe- 
less, Ed  Rendell  graduated  from  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  in  1965  and 
Villanova  Law  School  in  1968,  before  joining  the  Philadelphia  District  Attorney's 
Office.  In  1977,  at  the  age  of  33,  he  became  Philadelphia's  youngest  District  Attor- 
ney in  history  and  he  won  reelection  in  1981.  Ten  years  later,  he  was  elected  Mayor 
with  over  68%  of  the  vote,  and  was  reelected  in  1995  by  an  even  higher  margin. 

Ed  Rendell's  list  of  accomplishments  on  behalf  of  the  people  of  Philadelphia  is 
lengthy:  he  worked  hard  to  erase  a  large  annual  operating  budget  deficit;  he  forged 
new  public-private  partnerships  with  many  of  the  city's  leading  companies;  and  he 
has  worked  to  reduce  the  City  Wage  Tax,  an  essential  move  in  stemming  the  flight 
of  businesses  from  the  city.  In  cultural  circles.  Mayor  Rendell  is  best  known  for  his 
leadership  in  the  establishment  of  the  Avenue  of  the  Arts,  one  of  the  largest,  most 
diverse  concentration  of  art  institutions  in  America,  and  a  beacon  for  visitors  from 
across  the  nation  and  the  world.  Most  recently,  as  the  prime  force  in  attracting  the 
President's  Summit  to  Philadelphia,  and  as  the  Summit's  host  on  behalf  of  the  city, 
Edward  Rendell  again  showed  why  he  has  come  to  be  known  as  "America's  Mayor." 

Grover  Washington,  Jr.,  Honorary  Doctor  of  Fine  Arts 

A  trailblazer  in  the  development  of  contemporary  jazz,  Grover  Washington,  Jr. 
began  his  love  of  music  as  a  child  in  Buffalo,  New  York:  He  often  heard  his  mother 
sing  in  church  choirs,  and  his  father  —  a  collector  of  jazz  78s  and  an  amateur 
saxophonist  —  bought  him  his  first  saxophone  at  age  ten.  Through  his  teens,  he'd 
sneak  into  jazz  clubs  to  watch  and  hear  Jack  McDuff,  Harold  Vick,  Charles  Lloyd, 
and  other  musicians  of  the  time.  In  1970,  with  Johnny  Hammond,  he  recorded 
"Breakout,"  a  best-seller  which  established  Grover  Washington,  Jr.  as  a  major  new 
voice  on  saxophone.  In  1971,  while  still  working  at  a  Philadelphia  record  wholesaler, 
"Inner  City  Blues"  was  released.  "I  was  unloading  boxes  with  my  own  name  on 
them,"  he  recalls,  with  a  hint  of  irony. 

With  the  release  of  "Winelight"  in  1980,  Grover  Washington,  Jr.  earned 
recognition  as  a  leading  master  of  the  art  form.  The  LP  earned  Grammy  Awards  for 
Best  Jazz  Fusion  and  Best  R&B  song  for  "Just  the  Two  of  Us."  Not  content  to  coast 
on  his  successes,  Washington  has  continued  to  create  music  with  such  notables  as 
Patti  LaBelle,  B.B.  King,  Herbie  Hancock,  and  many  others.  Locally,  he  has 
performed  at  Penn's  Landing,  with  one  million  listeners  in  attendance;  at  Philadel- 
phia 76ers  games,  revealing  his  lifelong  passion  for  basketball;  and  at  special 
concerts  throughout  the  city.  Today,  after  almost  three  decades,  Grover  Washing- 
ton, Jr.  is  well  established,  not  only  as  a  performer,  but  as  a  producer,  player,  and 
composer,  and  enjoys  worldwide  recognition  and  acclaim. 


History  of  The  University  of  the  Arts 


The  University  of  the  Arts  has  evolved  from 
two  century-old  institutions:  the  Philadelphia 
College  of  Art  and  the  Philadelphia  College  of 
Performing  Arts. 

The  Philadelphia  College  of  Art  (PCA)  was 
formed  in  1876  along  with  the  Philadelphia 
Museum  of  Art.  Initially  known  as  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Museum  and  School  of  Industrial  Art,  the 
institutions  were  established  in  response  to  the 
interest  in  art  and  art  education  that  was 
stimulated  by  the  country's  Centennial  Exposi- 
tion. In  1948,  the  school  became  known  as  the 
Philadelphia  Museum  School  of  Art,  reflecting 
the  expanded  programs  that  trained  artists  in 
many  other  areas,  including  fine  arts.  The  school 
received  accreditation  in  1959,  and  in  1964 
separated  from  the  Museum  to  become  the 
Philadelphia  College  of  Art.  Today,  the  Philadel- 
phia College  of  Art  and  Design  of  The  University 
of  the  Arts  offers  curricula  in  design,  media  arts, 
fine  arts,  crafts,  and  art  education. 

The  performing  arts  programs  of  The  University 
of  the  Arts  date  to  1870  when  three  graduates  of 
the  Conservatory  of  Leipzig  opened  one  of  the 
first  European  style  conservatories  of  music  in 
America:  the  Philadelphia  Musical  Academy.  The 
Musical  Academy  became  an  independent  college 
of  music  in  1950,  granting  a  Bachelor  of  Music 
degi'ee  after  a  four-year  course  of  study— one  of 
only  eight  such  music  colleges  in  the  nation  at 
the  time.  While  still  offering  only  a  music 
program,  the  school  changed  its  name  to  the 
Philadelphia  College  of  Performing  Arts  (PCPA) 
in  1976,  the  first  such  college  in  Pennsylvania. 
One  year  later  the  former  Philadelphia  Dance 
Academy  became  part  of  PCPA,  in  1983  the 
School  of  Theater  was  created,  thus  achieving  the 
college's  ideal  balance  of  performing  arts:  dance, 
music  and  theater  arts. 

In  1985,  PCA  and  PCPA  joined  to  become  the 
Philadelphia  Colleges  of  the  Arts,  and  a  true 
visual  and  performing  arts  university  was  in  its 
formative  stages.  With  its  inauguration  in  1987, 
The  University  of  the  Arts  is  the  largest  compre- 
hensive educational  institution  of  its  kind  in  the 
nation,  preparing  students  for  professional 
careers  in  design,  fine  arts,  crafts,  dance,  music, 
and  theater  arts.  The  University  added  a  new 
College  of  Media  and  Communication  in  1997 
offering  writing  for  media  and  performance,  and 
multimedia.
